Pope sets meeting with Jews

WASHINGTON — Pope John Paul II 
will meet with international Jewish 
officials Sept. 1, sources within both faiths 
have reported. 

The 90-minute session will take place 
in Castel Gandolfo, Italy, the pope’s 
summer residence. 

In preparation for this meeting, there 
will be an Aug. 31 meeting between the 
Vatican Commission for Religious 
Relations with Jews and the International 
Jewish Committee for Interreligious 
Consultations, with representatives of the

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Vatican Secretariat of State also 
attending. 

Eugene Fisher, executive secretary of 
the NCCB Secretariat for Catholic- 
Jewish Relations, said he and Bishop 
William H. Keeler of Harrisburg, Pa., 
chairman of the NCCB Committee on 
Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs, 
also may be present. 

Meanwhile, in the letter to the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, Pope 
John Paul said he has sought to develop 
and deepen relationships with Jews 
throughout his pontificate. 


The statement was another response to 


criticism for having met with Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim June 25. 
Waldheim is accused of taking part in 
part of Nazi war crimes during World 
War II. Following the June 25 meeting in 
the Vatican, some Jewish leaders in the 
U.S. threatened to boycott a planned 
papal meeting Sept. 11 in Miami. 


“The more we try to be faithful in 
loving obedience to the. God of the 
covenant, the creator and savior ... the 
deeper will be the roots of our dialogue 
and the more abundant its results,’’ he 
wrote. 


SVDP Center 
ready at last

SAN DIEGO — Five years of planning 
and countless fund-raising projects are 
about to pay off for Father Joseph Carroll 
— San Diego’s ‘‘friend to the homeless.”’ 

On Monday, Aug. 31, Father Carroll, 
director of the Saint Vincent de Paul 
Center, will dedicate the $11.3 million St. 
Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center. 

Joan Kroc — wife of the late Ray A. 
Kroc, founder of McDonald’s 
Restaurants — will cut the ribbon at the 
dedication ceremony. Kroc donated over 
$3 million for construction of the facility. 

Msgr. Joseph Topping, who preceded 
Father Carroll as director of SVDP, will 
assist Kroc in the ribbon-cutting 
ceremony. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will bless the 
long-awaited shelter, located on Imperial 
Avenue and 16th Street. 

The shelter is expected to house 350 
men, women and children nightly, and 
serve over 1,000 people daily, according 
to Father Carroll, a jovial priest known by 
many for his fund-raising savvy. 

Along with housing for long- and short- 
term residents, the center will provide 
services for the unsheltered. These 
include a barber shop, showers, toilets, 
medical and dental services and noon 
meals served by the San Diego Catholic 
Worker. 

The. design and features make St. 
Vincent de Paul Shelter a model for 
future homeless shelters, Father Carroll 
said. 

The 80,000 square-foot shelter is ‘“built 
to last forever,’’ said Father Carroll, who 
gave a personal tour of the shelter to the 
Southern Cross last week. 

Architects did not cut corners in 
designing the shelter, explained Father 
Carroll. ‘‘It’s built to be here for a long 
time 3. 

‘The guiding rules for the architect 
and contractor were that the center was to 
have low maintenance, absorb heavy 
usage, be energy efficient, use the latest 
technology available, and yet be a 
peaceful and uplifting setting,’’ the priest 
explained. ; 

Nearly every detail of the facility was 
geared for a specific purpose. Interface

ALCALA PARK — Technically, perhaps, summer will 
not conclude until Sept. 21, but 15,000 Catholic school 
children know better. 

For them, summer will end next week, when classes 
resume at the 43 grade schools and five high schools that 
operate within the Diocese of San Diego. 

Students may view this development with mixed 
emotions, but the mood is decidedly upbeat in the office of 
Father Ben Marcantonio, the new superintendent of schools. 

‘*Catholic education in San Diego is at an exciting point,”’ 
Father Marcantonio said. ‘‘A lot of work has been done. A 
solid foundation has been laid. Our job now is to find some 
new, innovative ways to continue the work that’s already 
begun.”’ 

There are problems, to be sure. Escalating costs have led 
to increased tuition and, in .some cases, decreased 
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enrollments. 

Still, Father Marcantonio has confidence in the future of 
Catholic education. 

“As we look around us, I think we can see that Catholic 
education is more relevant — and more important than 
it’s ever been before,’’ he said. ‘‘We are providing quality 
education that is helping our students grow in all areas of 
their lives. What is more, we are instilling values that will 
help our people become responsible Christian adults. These 
things have always been important, but as we look at modern 
society, I think it’s obvious they’re more important than 
ever.” 

In 1982-83, enrollment at diocesan schools totaled 16,165. 
By last year, the number had slipped to 15,153. 
Approximately 15,000 students are expected to begin classes

Churches are sanctuaries during Marian Year

ALCALA PARK — Catholics can 
gain a plenary indulgence during the 
Marian Year in several ways, according 
to the decree on plenary indulgences 
received by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops from the Vatican. 

Pope John Paul II announced the 
observance of the Marian Year which 
opened June 7, Pentecost Sunday, and 
will extend until Aug. 15, 1988, the feast 
of the Assumption. : 

The usual conditions apply to gaining 
the plenary indulgence: sacramental 
confession, reception of the Eucharist, 
prayer for the pope’s intentions and 
freedom from all attachment to sin. 
Catholics who fulfill these conditions can 
receive the Marian Year indulgence by 
participating in any of the following 
devotions: 
°On each day of the Marian Year, by 
making a group pilgrimage to a sanctuary 
of Our Lady and participate in the Mass, 
a communal penitential celebration, 
recitation of the rosary or other devotion 
honoring Mary. Bishop Leo T. Maher 
has designated three churches as 
sanctuaries for this purpose: Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church, San Diego; St. Mary 
‘Church, Escondido; and Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church, Calexico. 
©On Saturdays and other liturgical feasts 
of Mary, by participating in a rite 
honoring Mary in a parish church, 
Marian shrine or another sacred place. 
©On the opening and closing day of the 


Marian Year, by assisting at a Marian ' 


Year service held in a parish church, 
Marian shrine or another sacred place. 
eOn each day of the Marian Year, by 
participating in a liturgical function at the 
Basilica of St. Mary Major in Rome or by 
praying in-this church. 

By receiving the papal blessing given by 
a bishop, even by means of radio or 
television. Bishops have the faculty of 
bestowing this blessing twice in the 
Marian Year during a _ diocesan 
pilgrimage or a Marian solemnity, such 
as the liturgy for the feasts of the 
Immaculate Conception on Dec. 8 or the 
Solemnity of Mary, the Mother of God 
on Jan. 1. 

According to The Code of Canon Law, 
“‘an indulgence is a remission before God 
of the temporal punishment for sin,”’ 
which has been forgiven. A plenary 
indulgence frees a person totally from this 
punishment; a partial indulgence remits 
part of it.

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‘Parish builds bridges across the border 


St. James Mission Circle provides housing and food to needy Tijuana residents

SOLANA BEACH — Members of 

St. James Mission Circle have their own 

version of multilevel building. They build 

community in their parish; they build 

homes in Tijuana; they build hope in the 
lives of poor people they serve. 

The foundation for the group’s projects 


was laid 10 years ago — quite by 
accident. 
Eudist Father John Howard, in 


residence at St. James Church, took a 
guest to visit the Eudist Sisters in 
Tijuana. They had recently opened a 
rehabilitation home for girls, Centro de 
Superacion Femenil Eudes. But the 
unfinished shelter was so dilapidated — 
with leaky roofs, mildewed walls and 
broken toilets — that the bishop of 
Tijuana told the Sisters it would have to 
be vacated. 

Father Howard then interested St. 
James parishioners in renovating and 
completing the structure, and Mission 
Circle was formed. 

A decade of volunteer labor and 
financial support has transformed the 
building into a comfortable, sanitary 
home that can accommodate up to 50 
people. Remodeling included tarring the 
roof, sealing walls, installing windows, 
tiling floors and painting the building, 
said Pauline Marsh, who called herself 
the painter. 

One section houses girls, ages 10 to 18. 
Many are victims of poverty and abuse. 
Another wing is used for unwed mothers, 
battered women and newcomers to 
Tijuana. All the residents receive 
counseling and guidance from the Sisters. 

Mission Circle volunteers also help the 
girls rebuild their lives during 
semimonthly visits to the home. 

Frances Birchall teaches needlework as 
she chats in Spanish with her pupils. 
Mary Ann Schoell, a home economics 
teacher, and Laura Wagner give sewing 
lessons. Connie Kenney teaches 
conversational English. 

Dr. Jay Wolf said he examines 
newcomers to the home for 
communicable diseases and _ health 
problems. He also gives immunization 
injections and treats minor disorders. The 
retired family physician donates the 
needed medical supplies. 

Expansion is the byword of Mission 
Circle members. They are having a two- 
story addition to the home constructed in 
order to serve the larger colonia of La 
Mesa. This structure will be used for a 
warehouse, medical and dental clinics and 
housing for Los Angeles volunteers, said 
Geneva Omann, outgoing president of 
the group. 

She explained that the pace of the 
construction project depends on the funds 
raised. The group’s recent annual parish 
appeal netted about $21,000, an amount 
comparable to last year’s donations.

Ground was broken for the addition to 
the home two years ago. An architect for 
the Diocese of Tijuana obtained a 
contractor, who has completed about one- 
third of the building. 

Other construction work sponsored by 
the group progresses more rapidly. Under 
the direction of Bob Morris, volunteers 
built 12 homes for needy people last year. 
Material for each 10-by-20-foot dwelling 
costs $1,200. More homes and a small 
orphanage are currently being built. 


In order to prevent the program from 


becoming a handout system, recipients 
are asked to assist in the building projects. 


‘‘We work hard to get the people. 


involved,’’ Omann said. 

Jose Gonzales, a lay minister in 
Tijuana employed by Mission Cirle, also 
works hard in sea ae those who receive 
aid. 

Three years ago the group added a food 
assistance program to its outreach. As a 
result, some two tons of food staples are

The couple 
has one son, 3-year-old JOEY: Lucero is a 
native of Utah. 


delivered each month to families in the 
colonias, Omann said. Much of the food 
is purchased from the SHARE program. 
Some is donated by local supermarkets 
and by Benedictine Brother Benno’s 
kitchen in Oceanside. 

Cristina Barragan, who heads the 
Hunger Committee, distributed 50 boxes 
of food to families last Saturday. 
Volunteers also distribute clothing each 
month. 

The president estimates that half of St. 
James parishioners are involved in 
Mission Circle. About 50 carpool to 
Tijuana twice a month to help with 
various tasks. Others support the 
outreach with financial contributions. » 

Such broad-based participation seems 
to result from members wielding an 
important tool of their trade — 
advertising. The Mission Circle 
newsletter is mailed to 900 parishioners, 
Omann said. 

Interested parishioners are given tours

to see Mission Circle in action. 

Last Saturday 11 people piled into a 
van, which bounced over some of 
Tijuana’s rocky, dirt roads. 

Omann pointed out the plight of 
poverty-stricken Mexicans as she drove 
by miles of shacks built into hillsides 
where discarded tires formed retaining 
walls. 

In areas without running water, barrels 
resembling garbage cans lined the streets. 
‘“‘Residents pay 25 cents for 55 gallons of 
water’? too impure to drink, she said, 
adding that many workers earn only $3 a 
day. 

Insanitation and malnutrition cause 
widespread illnesses, such as diarrhea and 
tuberculosis, Omann explained. 

As the van rattled toward Loma 
Bonita, the absence of telephone poles 
signaled areas without electricity. Here 
some Mexicans survive by selling glass, 
cardboard and tin cans they scavenge 
from the nearby dump, Omann said. 

She pointed out the yellow house of one 
woman who works at the dump. It was 
built by students from the University of 
San Diego and Mission Circle members. 

Near the road, Bill Walton and Mark 
Young were sawing lumber to build bunk 
beds for a resident’s house. 

The van then headed toward the 
colonia of Cuauhtemoc, passing a bus 
graveyard, roads lined with broken-down 
cars and wooden fences draped with 
hand-washed clothing. 

Omann stopped at the home of: Miguel 
Romo and his wife Laura. Both are blind. 
Inside the tiny two-room dwelling, their 
brain-injured infant lay sleeping. 
Outdoors, Miguel clung to his 4-year-old 
daughter Cecilia. He listened to several 
youth from St. James parish hammering 
boards into place for an addition to his 
home. Miguel will use this space as a 
store. 

“Our work is having a_ positive 
impact,’’? Omann said. ‘‘The quality of 
life is improving in the colonias.’’ 

Although many Mission Circle 
members speak little Spanish, they 
communicate warmly with their Mexican 
friends who inspire their efforts. ‘‘Poverty 
is harder to walk away from when you 
have friends living in those conditions,”’ 
Omann said. 

To others, their actions convey the 
message that the walls of destitution can 
be torn down. 

Joe Santan, incoming president, 
explained his goals for achieving this 
objective: initiate a program whereby 
self-supporting volunteers will live in 
Tijuana for a six-month period, give 
recipients more responsibility for 
managing the food distribution program 


in their colonias, and increase the 
involvement of St. James parish 
organizations.

in Catholic school

Want to know something that really gets my goat? It’s 
all these ‘‘enlightened’’ people nowadays who make fun 
of their Catholic grade school education. 

It’s been used as a theme for virulent stage drama. You 
hear it on radio, television (hello, Phil Donohue) and 
movies, and it can even be seen on bumper stickers and 
T-shirts: ‘‘I Survived Catholic School.’’ 

Totally disregarding the church critics who enjoy 
ere eee) anything that is anti- 
' Catholic, I have one 
question for any Catholic 
school alumnus, regardless 
of whether he or she is a 
practicing, lapsed or ‘‘cultural’’ Catholic: 

“Where do you think you’d be today if you hadn’t 
gone to Catholic school?’’ 

I think many of us boys, and maybe some girls, would 
have gotten into a lot more trouble if it hadn’t been for the 
strict discipline and respect for authority: we learned from 
the Sisters. Maybe we would be where we are today 
without them, but then again, maybe we wouldn’t. 

I’m absolutely positive many of us would not have done 
as well in high school or college were it not for the good 
study habits and solid academic foundation drilled into 
our often unwilling heads. 

Many of us would not have learned about self-sacrifice 
and how to do with less if we hadn’t been exposed to the 
selflessness of our parents, who scrimped to pay our 
tuition. Maybe our parents could have worn designer 
clothes or eaten gourmet meals if they hadn’t wasted their 
money sending us to Catholic school. 

How many of us even noticed our father wearing the 
same suit for years or our mother going without a new 
dress? How many of us to this day have even thought to 
say thank you? 

A lot of the put-downs are aimed at ‘‘Catholic guilt,’’ 
the trip the Sisters supposedly laid on us. Okay, I’ll grant 
that maybe we didn’t learn enough about reconciliation 
and forgiving ourselves, but let’s remember the Sisters 
were the products of their time, too. 

More importantly, the basis for this ‘‘guilt’’ 
proposition is fallacious. First, if we do something wrong 
we’re supposed to feel guilty. That’s what a well-formed 
conscience is all about. Second, no one can make another 
feel guilty; that’s something only an individual can do to 
himself or herself. So whether your guilt feelings are 
righteously deserved or simply excess baggage, don’t 
blame it on Catholic education. 

Some of us are still benefiting from having had certain 
Sisters in school. I know one elderly Sister who, whenever 
she happens to think about a former student, says a 
prayer for that person. Who knows how many times such 
prayers helped us when we least expected it? 

If you decide you wouldn’t be the same person you are 
today without Catholic school, I challenge you to do a few 
things: 

1. Call or write one of the Sisters who taught you in 
grade school and say thank you. It may take some effort, 
but you can usually track them down through your old 
school or the order’s motherhouse. 

2. Consider donating some money, or even a regular 
allowance, to a former teacher or her order. Many retired 
Sisters now live in poverty: I’m sure many of us donate 
money to our college alumni funds. How about a little 
something for those who helped us on the other end of our 


' scholarly climb? 


3. Stir up vocations. That doesn’t mean just praying 
for them. It means laying the foundation for a potential 
call to the priesthood, Sisterhood or Brotherhood in our 
own children. It means participating in such vocation- 
supporting organizations as the Serra Club and Knights 
of Columbus. 

All this means not being ashamed of your Catholic 
education, not making fun of it or allowing others to put it 
down. It means not bh sg afraid to tell others when the 
occasion arises that you’re a better person for having had 
the privilege of attending Catholic school and you thank 
God for it.

For those of us who have little time to watch TV, the 
news broadcasts are our favorite way of catching up after 
a busy day. A few weeks ago, I took the time to analyze 
the late night, 11 o’clock news shows on San Diego 
television stations. 

The general pattern of each is surprisingly alike, with 
minor variations, such as when the sports or the weather 
will be shown. To start with, in one half-hour program, 
there were 16 commercials, two promotionals, five 
introductions to the program and sections of the 
programs, and general chit-chat among the news readers. 

That left roughly 14 minutes for the rest of the 


program. Of this, eight minutes went to news — local, 


state, national and international. Four minutes were 
devoted to sports, and two minutes to weather. 

This is the bare outline. The gigantic egos of men like 
Michael Tuck and Ted Leitner wasted additional time, 


while one weatherman showed pictures of his baby and 
talked about classic cars to show off his knowledge. 
Another wastes time on all sorts of little banter. He 
doesn’t have time to give many local temperatures any 
more. He used to show two pages, but now it’s only one. 

Channel 8 deserves credit for its editorial policy. It 
always offers to let people with opposing views have time 
to answer. Michael Tuck, on Channel 10, however, does 
not allow dissent, except for a few letters once in a while, 
excerpted so that he looks good. 

For arrogance, ignorance, and shallow thinking, it’s 
hard to decide who gets the prize — Tuck or Leitner. 

When Tuck recently gave a scathing editorial against 
Father Junipero Serra, he never consulted any of the 
Catholic experts on Serra. He could have contacted 
Father Moholy, the vice-postulator, or some of the history 
professors at USD who are experts on the subject. 

When challenged, over the phone, to give equal time to 
those who are devoted to Serra, he refused, through his 
secretary. Besides refusing to air both sides to 
controversial opinions, his reports are often shallow and 
there is seldom any follow-up. 

Now, to keep the sports fans happy, how about 
questioning all the time given to professional sports? Most 
of these are big money operations and many of the 
athletes millionaires. Yet look at all the free time given to 
them! ¥ 

Constructive criticism may help improve the TV 
world. Selective TV watching could also have some 
impact. Writing to network advertisers sometimes works. 
But the impact of TV will be around for a long time, and 
we must learn to live with it and try to improve its cultural 
impact.

We who provide leadership and service for you. through 
the diocesan office are shifting into gear in order to move 
along the road, as well. Sally Todd, our new director of 
curriculum, and I will be working to meet the overall 
educational needs of our schools, while Sister Rose 


Schmidt will assist us periodically as a consultant for 
personnel needs. It will be a time of establishing ourselves 
firmly on course with the Catholic schools in our diocese, 
while exploring new avenues for providing quality 
Catholic education. 

The home and the school are the life blood of Catholic 


education for many people in our diocese. We, the. 


administrators and teachers of your Catholic schools, 
hope to enter into the heart of your homes and schools 
through this new feature in the Southern Cross. 

“‘Educational .Corner,’’ the inspiration of Wayne 
Connell — principal at St. Rita’s School — will appear 
regularly throughout the year. As Mr. Connell describes 
it, “‘these articles hope to be informative, entertaining 
and sometimes challenging on the educational topics of 
the day.

Education is never without controversy and divergent 
opinions. Catholic school education is not exempt from 
this reality. An honest and healthy exploration of the 
diversity which exists among many of us is an objective on 
the way toward the common goal we share, namely, 
teaching the gospel message of Jesus Christ as proclaimed 
and lived in the church.

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The history of the Catholic Church 
reveals many surprises flowing from the 
working of the Holy Spirit, surprises that 
have renewed. and strengthened the 
People of God in every age. Certainly no 
papal election in memory has produced 
such a surprising result as the election of a 
cardinal from Poland to hold the Office of 
Peter. 

After the short and beautiful reign of 
Pope John Paul I, the Catholic world 
wondered just what God’s plan was for 
the church. 

With the election of Karol Wojtyla as 
Universal Pastor, the church received a 
brilliant answer to the question, and the 
Holy Spirit provided still another 
intriguing chapter in the life of the 


. church. 


In the complexity of contemporary 
times, Pope John Paul II has brought a 
unique set of qualifications to the papacy. 
He comes from a background of deep 
spirituality, with firm intellectual abilities 
and an open and loving personality. 

The influences which molded this 
man’s mind and personality are clearly 
evident in an examination of his diverse 
life and talents. As a young man, Karol 
grew up in pre-World War II Poland, a 
recently formed nation with a rich 
cultural heritage. At an’ early age, he 
suffered the tragic loss of his mother, and 
later his elder brother. The experience 
brought him and his father into an 
especially close relationship. 

Although his family had a modest 
income, Karol was directed to pursue his 
education which bore abundant fruits. As 
he entered young adulthood, he became a 
popular student involved in sports, 
acting, and in the writing of poetry. 

When Poland was crushed by the Nazi 
invasion, Karol — along with other 
young men — was conscripted, on behalf 
of the state, into forced labor in a stone 
quarry and later in a chemical factory. 
The dangerous situation brought a 
temporary halt. to his studies which were 
resumed only with the establishment of a 
secret university network of academics. 
Feeling the call to the priesthood, he 
began the study of theology. 

After. Nazi occupation of Poland 
ended, Karol completed his seminary 
studies and was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1946. He was sent to the 
Angelicum University in Rome in order 
to obtain a doctorate in theology. 
Specializing in doctrine, he took 
particular delight in the writings of St. 
Thomas Aquinas and St. John of the 
Cross. 

Upon his return to the Archdiocese of 
Krakow in 1948, he was assigned to the 
pastoral ministry, where he labored 
among the people in two parishes until his 
return to higher studies at the 
Jagiellonian University in 1951, 

Thereafter, he devoted himself to 
obtaining a doctorate in philosophy, 
concentrating his studies on ethics from 
the standpoint of existentialism and 
phenomenology, contemporary schools of 
thought which have been very influential 
in the modern day. 

Having earned his doctorate with 
honors, he was appointed professor of 
ethics at the University of Lublin in 1956, 
and his reputation as a moral thinker 
blossomed. It was, however, only two 
years later that Pope Pius XII appointed 
him as auxiliary bishop to the See of 
Krakow. 

In 1963, Pope Paul VI named him the 
Archbishop of Krakow, a position that 
put him into constant tension with the 
difficult and repressive Communist 
government of Poland. 

As Archbishop of Krakow, Karol 
Wojtyla forged a close relationship with 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski, Primate of 
Poland, and together they worked to 
shepherd the faithful and maintain, the 
delicate balance between the rights of the 
church and the demands of the 
Communist ideology. 

It is significant to note that in his 
episcopal ministry, Archbishop Wojtyla 
reminded government officials again and 


again of the need to respect human rights, 
particularly the right to believe in God 
and worship in freedom. 


Throughout these busy years, he 
became known as a world traveler and an 
accomplished linguist. As archbishop, he 
kept attuned to world events and 
contemporary issues while keeping a very 
visible profile amongst the people of his 


diocese and fulfilling the duties of bishop 


with inexhaustible energy. 

Finally, Pope Paul VI crowned Karol 
Wojtyla’s achievements as bishop by 
naming him a cardinal in 1967. More 
than 10 years of vigorous pastoral activity 
followed, particularly the work of 
implementing the authentic spirit of the 
Second Vatican Council. One chapter 
closed, and yet another opened with his 
surprise election to the papacy following 
the death of Pope John Paul I in 1978. 

In the New Testament, the Apostle 
Peter is clearly recognized as the leader of 
the other apostles. 

Despite this preeminence, Peter is 
never removed from the body of the 
Apostles or given any vestige of authority 
removed from them. He provides an 
element of unity for the others and it is by 


working together that, the apostles 
advance the kingdom of God on earth. As 
Vatican II says in the Dogmatic Constitution 
of the Church, ‘“The Roman Pontiff is the 
perpetual and visible source and 
foundation of the unity both of the 
bishops and of the whole company of 
faithful.’’ 

This source of unity offered by Peter’s 
successor is the same unity offered by 
Peter himself among the 12 apostles. 
Thus, it falls to the successor of Peter to 
provide a unity which assures the 
continuous building up of the church by 
maintaining the truth of the faith. 

It is to Peter’s successor, the Bishop of 
Rome, that responsibility belongs for 
maintaining the unity and peace of the 
universal church, as he is the touchstone 
of faith to whom the individual bishops of 
local churches look for guidance and 
support. 

It is pertinent to his ministry that 
authority has been given him to 
pronounce judgment on whether or not 
something that is taught is consonant with 
the faith of the church, confidently trusted 
by his brother bishops working in 


harmony with him. 


~ When was the last time you 


The Bishop of Rome has succeeded 
Peter in the ministry of guardianship and 
guidance of the universal church. The 
church finds in him a spokesman for his 
brother bishops to whom have been 
entrusted the care of Christ’s flock. And, 
like Peter with the Apostles, the Pope and 
the Bishops of communion with him have 
been anointed by the Holy Spirit to be 
the official and authentic teachers of the 
Christian life. 

It is their office and duty to express the 
teaching of Christ on moral questions and 
matters of faith. 

Pope John Paul II has taken up this 
mission with undaunted courage and 
zeal. As in his last visit to our shores, the 
pope offers us a broader perspective, not 
conditioned by nationalistic boundaries, 
not tied to cultural mores, but a Christian 
vision that challenges us to live as free, 
responsible, loving persons. 

His words bring both comfort and 
challenge. They touch us in the most 
important areas of living: the human 
person, the family, human rights, 
development of peoples, economic and 
social justice, and peace. 

When our Holy Father visits California 
next month, he will bring with him an 
opportunity for us to experience the 
universal church, to enliven our faith and 
moral lives, and to give witness to our 
nation of the vitality of the Catholic faith.

carpet tiles, rather than wall-to-wall 
carpeting, are used throughout the center 
and can be replaced when needed. They 
are also chemically treated to reduce 
odor. 

Schlage electronic locks on doors of 
residence rooms were installed to increase 
security and save from replacing door 
locks when keys are lost. Rather than 
paying $20 or more for new locks, the 
electronic lock is merely recoded and a 
new credit card-like ‘‘key’’ is printed at a 
cost of about 50 cents, said Father 
Carroll. 

A cost-cutting energy system — which 
utilizes the building’s distinct twin 
towers, a cogeneration power system, 
skylights and an interior courtyard — was 
designed especially for the center. 

These energy features are linked to a 
‘“‘computerized energy management 
system’’ tailored to keep electricity and 
gas bills low. 

The twin hallow towers act as an air 
intake and exhaust system, using the 
ocean breezes to cool the second and third 
floors. Father Carroll said a wind study of 
the towers determined that ocean breezes 
prevailed 70 percent of the time. 

A motor-driven fan will circulate air 
through the towers the remaining time. 

A thermal storage system will help 
provide air conditioning for the first floor. 


It is powered by electricity at night when 


rates are lowest.

third floor and part of the second floor 
illuminated during the day. 

What power that is needed will come 
from a cogeneration system which 
produces electricity by using natural gas. 
This system emits a large amount of heat 
from the machinery, so a ‘‘wasted heat 
recovery system’’ was designed to utilize 
it. 

The recovery system will warm the 
building during winter months and heat 
water for cooking, laundry and bathing. 

The  shelter’s energy system — 
designed by FAD Architects, with funds 
donated by San Diego Gas and Electric 
and services from the San Diego Energy 
Engineers Association — won the 
California Energy Commission Award in 
1986 for its energy efficient design. 

The shelter’s residential portion is 
divided into two sections: transitional (for 
those staying from 90 to 120 days) and 
emergency (for short-term residents of 14 
to 30 days). 

The second and third floors serve as 
housing units and are sectionalized for 
families and single men. : 

Public school classes for up to 50 
children living at the shelter will be held 
in a large room on the main floor. Child 
care and after-school care will also be

training programs, said Father Carroll. 


“‘Everybody’s got stuff (to: help the 
needy), and this building’s going to 


attract them all,’’ he said with a grin. 


“‘Our whole philosophy is that 
whatever there is out there (programs to 


help the poor), we will bring them in,”’ 


added Father Carroll. ‘“They ( programs) 
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need the space and the availability of 
customers.’’ 

A conference room adjacent to the 
center’s chapel will allow business and 
church groups to gather for luncheon 
meetings and tour the facility. “The more 
we bring the public in,”’ said Father 
Carroll, ‘‘the more support we get from 
therm.’’ 

Two security guards will be on duty 
day and night at the shelter. In addition, 
the facility is equipped with 
approximately 40 hidden cameras in 
hallways, TV rooms, the underground 
garage and the grassy courtyard. 

A security post on the first floor will 
allow officials to monitor activities 
throughout the facility. 

““Many people feel unsafe going to 
shelters,’’ said Father Carroll. ‘‘We want 
them to know they are safe here.’’ 

The shelter depends entirely on 
volunteers, and over 150 were present for 
the first meeting in preparation for the 
center’s opening, he said. 

Over 300 companies and agencies 
helped build the shelter, said Father 
Carroll, and about 18,000 people donated 
money “from Mrs. Kroc’s $3 million on 
down.”’

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Schools see 
decline in 
enrollment

WASHINGTON — A Catholic 
elementary school in Denver is lowering 
its tuition. The Archdiocese of 
Washington is building four new 
schools. 

But those are the exceptions to the 
Catholic school picture this fall. 

What is more likely to be the rule is 
that the average child returning to 
Catholic elementary or secondary school 
this fall will find slightly fewer 
classmates, or perhaps even new 
classmates as dioceses merge schools to 
pool resources. And the student’s 
parents will probably pay at least a little 
more tuition this year. 


Catholic college students can also 
expect higher tuition but the enrollment 
picture is brighter. 

Last year Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools experienced a decline 
of about 3 percent, down 84,000 
students to 2,735,000. 

In 1986-87 there were 7,709 Catholic 
elementary and 1,411 secondary schools 
in the United States, 116 fewer than in 
1985-86. Although 1987-88 figures were 
not available before the start of the 
school year, the trend is expected to 
continue. 

Catholic school enrollment hit its peak 
in 1964 with 5.6 million students in 
13,249 schools. After that there were 
sharp declines, then a leveling off 
period. 

Some dioceses are consolidating 
schools to combat the scarcity of dollars, 
declining enrollments and escalating 
student costs. The merger of three 
elementary schools in the Diocese of 
Sioux City, Iowa, for example, affects 
an estimated 480 children.

in the next two weeks but Father Marcantonio is not 
alarmed by the gradual slippage in total enrollment. 


“Obviously, we’d feel better if the numbers were 
growing larger instead of smaller, but we certainly don’t 
see this as an irreversible trend,’’ he submitted. ‘‘Our 
studies have shown that there are a number of factors 
involved, and the biggest is simple geography. Most of 
our schools are located in older, well-established areas. 
Residents in those neighborhoods have already sent their 
kids through school, watched them marry, and move to 
_the suburbs. Now, in the last several years, the church has 
established a number of parishes in these newer areas, but 
they have not reached the point’ where they have begun 
building schools. When that starts to happen, I don’t 
think there’s any doubt our total enrollment will start to 
climb.”’ :

SAN DIEGO — A missionary priest who has spent the 
last 20 years ministering in Peru believes that ‘‘a 
civilization is at stake’’ in that South American country. 

Peru’s large international debt and internal terrorism 
are. straining the resources of the Third World nation, 
said Father Gabriel Troy, a missionary of the Boston- 
based Society of St. James the Apostle. 

Ordained in 1966, Father Troy is an Irish citizen who 
joined the society after serving one year in the 
Archdiocese of Boston. 

He was in San Diego last week visiting a childhood 
neighbor who is a local diocesan priest. During his stay 
here, the missionary spoke about his work in Peru at local 
parishes and with the Southern Cross. 

For the last six years, Father Troy has been pastor of 
Most Precious Blood parish in Cieneguilla, a village in 
the Andean foothills about 15 miles outside Lima. 

The parish consists of 12 villages and covers a 40-mile 
area. He is the only priest in this valley where some 
16,000 people live, he said, adding that about half the 
population is under the age of 8. Residents are mainly 
Quechua Indian, descendents of the once powerful Inca 
nation. 

The area’s lifestyle is primitive, with no running water, 
electricity or sanitation, he said. Most of the valley’s 
residents perform agricultural work. No industry exists in. 
the villages. 

However, one small section of the valley houses a 
holiday resort for the Peruvian wealthy. The resort 
provides a contrast to the region’s poverty and is 
indicative of the country, ‘‘where a small few have much 


wealth but they are surrounded by very poor people,’’ he 


said. 

He is often frustrated by the ‘‘tremendous 
indifference”’ of the nation’s wealthy people, explaining 
that ‘‘they abuse the poor even though they have more 
money than they could ever need.”? — . 

Some rich individuals will have caretakers who live in 
shacks, he said, adding that children who witness this 
situation often make easy recruits for terrorists. 

Peru’s most prevalent terrorist group is the Sendero 
Luminoso (Shining Path), he said. During attacks on 
mountain villages, the group has killed residents’ 
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FATHER GABRIEL TROY, a St. James Society 
missionary in Peru, says education will improve the 
lives of the many poor people in Peru. 


livestock and destroyed crops, leaving villagers to starve. 

The priest said the terrorist group has also bombed 
buildings in Lima, causing authorities to impose a curfew 
on the city. 

The church is often caught in the middle of the violence 
plaguing Peru, he noted. 
violence, be it by the terrorists or governmental 
authorities who are combatting them.”’ 


Peru’s economic crisis has worsened the plight of the - 


poor, he said. Soup kitchens have been established in his 
parish, tuberculosis is on the rise again and wages have 
fallen while inflation continues. 

Father Troy said priests ministering in Latin America 
should meet the needs of inhabitants. 

One need is education to provide ‘‘human 
development,’’ including better work and an improved

standard of living for the people, he said. Most of the 
parish’s chidren are now in schools, he added. 

Although many rural youth would like to attend 
universities, most lack the necessary funds, he said. A 
lack of employment opportunities is another problem 
faced by the area’s young people. 

To combat this, Father Troy would like to begin a night 
school where adults could learn technical education, such 
as plumbing, craftsmanship or agricultural specialization. 
“I want to teach people to do’’ things for themselves. 


The parish has no resident doctors, he said. However, ° 


his housekeeper provides villagers with medical assistance 
and is able to give injections. The parish has also 


sponsored a local youth’s training as a paramedic, he 
a 


added. 

Funding for parish projects comes from the Society of 
St. James, Father Troy said. The society is an association 
of diocesan priests who give service in other dioceses that 
lack clerical help. It was founded in 1958 by Cardinal 
Richard Cushing. Most of the society’s funds come from 
donations made by U.S. residents, he added. 

Father Troy is now working to help villagers establish 
Christian base communities. By training lay people to be 


Eucharistic ministers and catechists, residents will be able. 
' to fulfill some of their own spiritual needs, he said. 


Because of the size of the parish, Father Troy cannot 
celebrate weekly Sunday Masses in all 12 villages. 
However, trained lay ministers are able to lead Sunday 
religious services in each village. 

When he first arrived at his present post, the 12 villages 
were isolated from one another. He has scheduled one 
“‘big event’’ a month to bring the people together as a 
parish community, he said. : 

Father Troy’s weekly schedule includes a visit to each 
.village, where he celebrates Mass, confers sacraments, 
counsels parishioners and teaches. 


from his weekly itinerary. He visits village schools at least 
three mornings each week. 

He also drives into Lima once a week to shop and spend 
the night in the society’s Center House, where he has 
“the only opportunity all week to speak English.’’ Father 
Troy served as the center’s administrator for five years 
before going to Cieneguilla.

Perils in missions 
don’t change 


You may be forgiven for thinking that in the year 1987 missionaries are no 
longer killed for their faith. But you would be wrong. Only a month ago, a 
missionary bishop and a sister were killed by hostile natives in Ecuador. The 
native Indians, known as Tagairis, thrust poison-tipped spears into the nude 
bodies of Bishop Aejandro Ugarte, 67, and Sister Inez Arango, 50, because 
they objected to their presence in Tagairi territory. The bishop was a 
missionary from Spain and the sister from Colombia. They had gone to help 
the Indians keep modern development from ruining their homeland. So much

ALCALA PARK — Father Nicolas 
Reveles; director of music for the San 
Diego diocese, will share his gift of 
composing music with over 100,000 
worshippers attending the papal Mass at 
the Laguna Seca Raceway in Monterey. 

Father Reveles, who holds a Ph.D. in 
music from the Manhattan School of 
Music in New York, has written three 
compositions for the Sept. 17 liturgy — 
the General Intercession, Responsorial 
Psalm and Gospel Acclamation. 

According to Father Reveles, 
coordinator of the University of San 
Diego’s Music Department, he was 
teaching a music class at the University 
of Santa Clara last month. when an 
acquaintance from his high school days 
at St. Mary’s parish in Oceanside 
approached him. 

Sister Barbara Long, OP, director of 
music and liturgy for the Diocese of 
Monterey and - papal visit liturgy 
coordinator, attended one of Father 
Reveles’ lectures at Santa Clara and 
afterward asked him to compose music 
for the Mass. 

‘‘She was the music teacher at St. 
Mary’s School when I was in high 
school,’’ said Father Reveles, who 
played the organ for his parish and 
wrote his first musical composition at 
age 8.

preplanned and written out. 

“‘T’m almost glad they decided against 
beatifying Father Serra, because we 
would have had to change almost 
everything,’’ Father Reveles added.

'|* Papal trip should be seen as pastoral visit 


NCCB head says papal visit is ‘first and foremost’ a pastoral one to U.S. Catholics

WASHINGTON — Although press 
reports have focused on papal souvenirs 
and grievances of special interest groups, 
the visit of Pope John Paul II to the 
United States should be seen ‘‘first and 
foremost’? as a pastoral visit to U.S. 
Catholics, said Archbishop John L. May 
of St. Louis Aug. 11. 

The president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops made the 
remarks at a media briefing in 
Washington on the upcoming visit. 

The September trip calls attention to 
the ‘‘essential unity’’ U.S. Catholics have 
with one another and the pope, he said, 
adding that it also will be an ‘‘opportunity 
and a challenge to American Catholics to 
affirm their religious identity.’’ 

Archbishop May, in a statement, said 
that especially in 10 cities where the pope 
will stop, the ‘‘excitement level is high 
and rising rapidly.”’ 

While the pope will visit with a number 
of non-Catholics, the visit is primarily for 
Catholics and should be understood and 
evaluated in relation to them, the 
archbishop said. 

The theme for the visit, ‘‘Unity in the 
Work of Service,”’ calls attention to the 
“‘vast. network’’ of church institutions, 
programs and ministries serving the 
nation as well as unity with the pope. 

He said he had no quarrel with stories 
about souvenirs, such as ‘‘pope 
sprinklers’? and ‘‘popesicles,’’ and 
‘other trivia’’ but said he hoped such 
coverage along with stories on the ‘‘slant 
third parties wish to give the visit’’ won’t 
entirely distract from its importance. 

He said the visit also will encourage 
Catholics to affirm their religious identity 
at a time when there is confusion ‘‘in the 
minds of quite a few good sincere 
Catholics over just what it means to be a 
Catholic — to believe like a Catholic and 
to live like a Catholic in a wealthy, 
consumerist, nuclear-armed, secularized 
country like this one in 1987.”’ 

To a question on whether the pope 
would. be prepared for demonstrations 
that could occur along the route, 
Archbishop May said he saw ‘‘no 
indications of great demonstrations or 
mass uprisings against the pope.”’ 

He added that he was not trivializing 
dissension some Catholics may express on 
certain issues, including women’s rights 
and homosexuality, but that ‘‘those 
subjects are nothing new or nothing

Cuando Polonia fue subyugada por la invasién Nazi, 
Karol, al igual que otros jdvenes, fue reclutado por el 
estado a trabajos forzados en una cantera de piedra y 
después en una fdbrica de materiales quimicos. 


La situacién peligrosa detuvo temporalmente sus estu- 
dios, los cuales se reanudaron tinicamente debido al esta- 
blecimiento de una red secreta de estudios universitarios. 
Sintiendo el llamado al sacerdocio, empezé a estudiar 
teologia. 

La carrera eclesidstica del Santo Padre presenta una 
base muy impresionante en su jornada personal hacia el 
papado. Cuando terminé la ocupacién Nazi de Polonia, 
Karol completé sus estudios en el seminario y ie 
ordenado:al sacerdocio (1946).

Lo mandaron inmediatamente a la Universidad Angel- 
icum en ee aes obtener un doctorado en teologia. 

Cuando regres6é a la Arquididcesis de Cracovia (1948), 
fue asignado al-ministerio pastoral y trabajdé entre el 
pueblo en dos parroquias hasta su regreso a estudios 
superiores en la Univeridad Jagielloniana (1951). 

Después, se dedicé.a obtener un doctorado en filosofia, 
concentrandose en estudios de ética desde el punto de 
vista del existencialismo y la fenomenologia. 

Habiendo ganado su doctorado con honores, fue nom- 
brado profesor de ética en la Universidad de Lublin 
(1956), donde su reputacion como moralista florecid. Sin 
embargo, no fue sino dos afios después cuando el Papa 
Pio XII lo nombré obispo auxiliar de la Sede de Cracovia. 

Varios afios después, el Papa Pablo VI lo elevé a la 
dignidad de Arzobispo de Cracovia (1963), un puesto que 
lo colocé en constante tensidn con el dificil y represivo 
gobierno comunista de Polonia. 

Cuando era Arzobispo de Cracovia, Karol Wojtyla 
forj6 una relacién cercana con el Cardenal Stefan 
Wyszynski, primado de Polonia. Juntos trabajaron para 
pastorear a los fieles y mantener la delicada balanza entre 
los derechos de la iglesia y las exigencias de la ideologia 
comunista. 

Es importante notar que durante su ministerio 
episcopal, el Arzobispo Wojtyla recordaba una y otra vez 
a los oficiales de gobierno la necesidad de respetar los de- 
rechos humanos, particularmente el derecho de creer en 
Dios y de rendirle culto libremente. 

Durante este tiempo, trabajé en la preparacidn del 
Segundo Concilio Vaticano y asistid a sus sesiones. A 
través de estos afios ocupados, se le llegd a conocer como 
un viajero incansable y un lingtiista consumado. 

Como arzobispo, se mantuvo a tono con eventos 
mundiales y causas contempordneas, mientras observaba 
alta visibilidad entre el pueblo de su didcesis y cumplia 
con todos sus deberes de obispo con energfa inagotable. 

Finalmente, el Papa Pablo VI coroné los esfuerzos de 
Karol Wojtyla nombrdndolo miembro del Colegio de 
Cardenales (1967). Siguieron mds de diez afios de 
vigorosa actividad pastoral, particularmente trabajando 
para implementar el espiritu auténtico del Segundo 
Concilio Vaticano.
